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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claims 1-8, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of forming a thin film of 
the I-III-VI2 compound on the thin film of the I2-VI compound by Metal Organic Chemical 
Vapor Deposition employing a single precursor containing elements of Groups III and 
VI, wherein, in the steps of the process, the element of Group I is Cu or Ag, the element 
of Group III is at least one of Al, Ga or In, and the element of Group VI is at least one of 
S, Se or Te in combination with all other limitation in the claims. Respect to claims 9- 
10, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of forming a thin film of 
CulnSe2 on the Cu2Se thin film by Metal Organic Chemical Vapor Deposition employing 
a single precursor containing In and Se in combination with all other limitation in the 
claims.
